difficult for non-incumbents 
10 get elected? I think so. 
Would you like your prop¬ 
erty taxes increased sharply 
to tak-» care of the addi¬ 
tional local costs inherent in 
ihoso rc'forms? The question 
is, i.3 it constitutional? Thi.s 
quest ion, also, has to be an¬ 
swered. 

The Coastal Plan — Much 
has been written and said 
about this issue since Pro¬ 
position 20 was approved oy 
the voters in 1972.

Arbor Day To Be 
Celebrated Mar. 7 

The Los Angeles County 
Department of Arboreta and 
Botanic Gardens’ Arbor Day 
program on March 7, has 
been named an official Bi¬ 
centennial Program by the 
County Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission and the Board of 
Supervisors. Under the 
theme "Trees: Our National 
Heritage,” 500,000 children 
from 2,000 schools and youth 
organizations are expected 
to participate in the Bicen¬ 
tennial-Arbor Day program 
throughout the county which 
will include the planting of 
two thousand 7-foot trees 
grown at the Arboretum for 
this Bicentennial observance. 

'The Education Division of 
the Department has pre¬ 
pared the most ambitious 
and wide-reaching program 
in its 20 years of advancing 
the concepts of Arbor Day 
throughout the community. 
An impoTTant feature of the 
program is an information 
packet containing valuable 
resource material tracing 
the role of trees in the build¬ 
ing of the nation and illus¬ 
trated by life-like pen-and- 
ink drawings by well known 
local artists. The packets 
are intended to provide the 
basis for yearlong classroom 
study aimed at cultivating 
student interest in environ¬ 
mental and conserve t i o n 
matters. 'Their attention will 
focus on the indispensable 
role trees have played in the 
building of the nation such 
as the white oak, used in 
shipbuilding; the sugar 
maple, used for making fur¬ 
niture and also for its syrup; 
the eastern while pine, used 
for ships’ masts: the shag- 
bark history, used for cov¬ 
ered wagons: the Douglas fir 
for telephone poles: and the 
western hemlock tor paper 
products. 

California’s most famous 
contributions to the nation’s 
heritage of trees are the 
two great redwoods, Seq.uoi.a 
semervirens, tallest of the 
world’s trees, and Sequoia- 
dendron giganteum, the most 
massive in the world; also 
the best specimens of the 
oldest living trees in the 
world, the bristlecone pine 
pine (Pinus aristata), known 
to reach an age of 4,900 
years.

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis

Why did most of the major press and broadcasters 
miss this story? 

A California U.S. District Ojurt Judige, Leland Niel¬ 
sen, iin a case, Ellis-Fails ruled the AFL-CIO and all 
union could no longer spend forced union dues or money 
in the way they have lieen spending it. That unions can 
spen^i compulsory union dues only for collective bar¬ 
gaining expense and for no other reason. 

The ruling held union dues payers have had their 
rights violated under the first amendment by •union lead¬ 
ers Who have disdained asking individual union membt!rs 
permission to use dues money for political purposes. 

Tlie ruling states unless the forced dues payer gives 
his express permission, his compulsory dues can not be 
used by unions for organizing, support or opposition to 
any piece of legislation, for union piiblication.s in which 
substantial coverage is devoted ot general news, recrea¬ 
tional and social activities, political and legislative mat¬ 
ters and cartoons. It can’t be sliced up for charities nor 
used to pay for union conventions in whiah anything 
BUT collective bargaining purposes are on the agenda. 

This ruling will upset all union plans to use their 
dues money in any 1976 political campaigns. It will 
dra.stically effect many Presidential campaigners and 
eliminate several contenders. It could even change the 
name of the next President and the complexion of both 
houses of Congress. 

The nature of the .Nielsen ruling will prevent the 
case from being appealed prior to the 1976 election. 

Eventually this case w’ill go before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. When that happens, former 
Justice Hugo Black’s opinion, written in a similar case, 
improperly pleaded, has an ominous portend for union 
political action carried on with compulsory dues and as¬ 
sessments. In that opinion, Justicre Black said, "The Con¬ 
stitutional question raised in this case is bound to come 
back here with a record so meticulously perfect that the 
Court caruiot help deciding it." 

As of now no union can use dues money for political 
purpuoses or activity in the 1976 campaign. 

If ever there was a “landmark” court decision this is 
it. It is incredibie that the news of this decision .has not 
been headlined in the press and used in special bulletins 
by the broadcasters. This court decision will affect the 
gov^emment and the people of the United States a thousand 
times as mucih as Watergate. If you don’t believe it, just 
wait and see. 

'nieve is a great deal of hysterical pap from Con- 
gre.ssional Committees and the pre.ss about w'hat they 
call "bribes” Lockheed and other American companies 
paid to various people around the world to .secure large 
cuntracts from foreign nations. The airwaves, polticians 
and headlines wreak with synthetic indignation and evan- 
geli.stic breast beating. 

The term “bribe” used with all of this reckless vase¬ 
line abandonment and self pro-claimed indignation leaves 
me colder than a popsickle.

W’hat is it when a politician accepts money in return 
for jiromsies to vote legislation to benefit the donor of 
the money, is that bribery? 

What is it when the United States offers to lower 
cur militay capacity to persuade another country to like¬ 
wise, is that bribery? 

What is it When our country pays millions in fines 
to c-<Hintries who confiscate our fishing boats, is that 
bribery? What is it when retail stores offer free blue 
chip .stamps to entice cu.stomers to buy from them, is that 
bribery What is it when the government pays farmere 
not to grow crops, is that bribery. 

What is the difference between what Lockheed is 
being pilleried for than paying finders fees, commissions 
or other promotional mone.v, <k)ne every day by almost 
every cla.ss and kind of citizen? On this basis wiho in 
the world would not be guilty of briberyg in one way 
or another? 

One result for certain is that the American com¬ 
panies who have made over-seas payments were forced 
to do it or give up the ov’erseas business they would not 
otherwise get. 

So new, these American companies will be forced to 
lay off thousands of American employees because they 
can not use age old practices usc'd all over the world 
and which will not be changed at all. Other companie.s, 
in other nations, will get the contracts and the holier 
than thou Americans will get the horselaughs. 

W’hen this happens, all the crocodile tear shedders 
will make abrupt U turns and begin beating their breasts 
again about unemployment. They will blame free enter¬ 
prise and American business for the unemployment they 
thcmelves have caused.

a whole. 

— CT — 

A newspaper has the obli¬ 
gation to seek to make its 
community a better place in 
which to live. Thus it is — 
impossible to avoid contro¬ 
versial issues. The news¬ 
paper must eneouiage the 
things that are in the inter¬ 
est of the city, county, state 
and nation, and conv'ersely 
oppose those very things 
which curtail these interests. 

— CT — 

Despite the fact that a 
newspaper is priv a t e 1 y 
owned, it should not uphold 
those things which exclu¬ 
sively serve its own inter¬ 
ests. 'There is a rewarding 
fact concerning this matter 
of controversy. It is general¬ 
ly nKX>gnizod that a news¬ 
paper cannot promote the 
best interests of the people 
of this country- through a 
olicy of conformity. Co!i- 
formity is the easy way for 
the moment, but does not 
command respect in the long 
run.

With time even the con¬ 
formists recognize that the 
.spineless acceptance of con¬ 
formity is very short sighterl. 
ever, wicked. 

— CT — 

A respected newspaper 
usually is one that is willing 
to participate in controversy 
with the will to see the best 
interests of the town cr 
country upheld. The great 
newspapers of the nation are 
the one which are the forth¬ 
right editorially. Tlie news 
papers which metkly go 
along with any proposition 
with the purpose of offen¬ 
ding no one usuall.v are re- 
gard.-Kl as weak sisters.

In America the purpose of 
newspaper must be to ko*ep 
the people Informed and to 
provide some editorial guid¬ 
ance. No newspapei can do 
this if its staff is unwilling 
to: Become involved in con¬ 
troversy; offend someone if 
it is necessary: refuse to use 
the editorial and news pages 
to serve personal goals for 
privileged interest . . . and 
this is the way it is in Sier¬ 
ra Madre.

I happened to be in a local 
store doing some of my 
weekly shopping the other 
day. and as I was roaming 
around the store I noticed a 
young lady walking in the 
door with two toy French 
poodles on a leash.
